The park site was accepted by the | 
state under a deed specifying it is to 
be used perpetually by Negroes. 

The park is being developed, at an 
estimated cost of $20,000, by the state | 
park commission with the aid of Civ- 
ilian Conservation Corps and National 
Youth Administration. 

The NYA is sending 50 Negro youths 
to the Agricultural, Mechanical and 
Normal College and furnishing funds 
for them to earn their way through 
the school by working in development 
of the park.
